Wheeling taxpayers who attended a mass meeting in the 
Wheeling school Monday evening decided that annexation to 
the Arlington Heights high school district is to be preferred 
to being a part of the proposed North brook Community high 
school. A petition is bein# circulated asking for a special elec­ 
tion for the purpose of submitting the annexation proposition 
the voters of both districts. 
F. D. Lee, president of the District 21 school board, pre­ 
sid ed . 
Guests were Geo. K. Volz, school treasurer of Wheeling 
township, T. R. Ehrhorn, principal of the Arlington high 
school and the following members of the high school board: 
E. F. Laurin, Paul E. Collins and Arthur Skelton. 
Mr. Lee outlined the situation that faces the school pa­ 
trons of the village of Wheeling and school district 21. North­ 
brook is considering the formation of a community high 
^school district and the erection of a high; school building at 
considerable cost. Members of District 21 school board had 
set-in at a number of meetings at which the proposed high 
school district was discussed. Realizing the tax 
rate that 
would be necessary to finance the new* school, the'local school 
board had invited officials of Arlington Heights high school 
to attend Tuesday night’s meeting for the purpose of outlin­ 
ing the school service that Arlington is in a position to give 
to district 21. 
Mr. Ehrhorn outlined the cour 
of study that Arlington offers, 
including the new vocational de­ 
partment for the accommodation 
of which a quarter of a million 
dollar addition is now' being er­ 
ected. 
In that addition will be 
located a machine shop, 
sheet 
metal shop, wood working, man­ 
ual training, science room, with 
biology, including a small green­ 
house for use in research wrork. 
It now* has a modernized library, 
^cafeteria, a fine music 
depart- 
Pment and is expanding its physi­ 
cal education department. 
Ar­ 
lington high school will have ac­ 
commodations for a thousand pu­ 
pils when present plans are com­ 
pleted. 
Discuss tax rates 
The present and future 
tax 
rates were discussed by Mr. Volz. 
He told those present that Arling­ 
ton Heights wanted Wheeling to 
make its own decision as Ari mg- 
. ton had no bones to pick with 
^Northbrook and he believed that 
Northbrook people would want 
Wheeling to select the high school 
disti let that its citizens most de­ 
sired.

They gave some 
figures as

rounded high school curriculum 
that is usually only found in the 
larger high schools of the state. 
Members of the audience were 
invited to ask questions and a 
general 
discussion followed, at 
the end of which the school pa­ 
trons inspected the plans of the 
high school addition now being 
constructed and signed a petition 
Risking County Supt. Puffer to 
call the special election. 


“We rate A-1 in 
fire prevention, 
says Chief Jahn 


Fire Chief Richard Jahn has 
conducted many campaigns dur­ 
in g fire prevention weeks in Ar­ 
mington Heights, but the 1946 sur­ 
vey topped them all. 
“I found 
that the children in all four of 
the elementary schools are fire 
prevention 
conscious,’' 
Chief 
Jahn tells Paddock Publications. 
“In the fire drills I was surpris­ 
ed at the rapidity and orderly 
manner that the school buildings 
were emptied 
and the 
serious 
mien displayed by 
the 
pupils 
when 
they 
returned 
to 
their 
m wm s. It was not merely a lark 
w ith them. They seemed to real­ 
ize the purpose for which the 
drill was held.” 
Mr. Jahn gave talks at all of 
the four schools, distributed lit­ 
erature telling 60 ways to pre­ 
vent fires in homes and gave a 
home inspection blank to each 
pupil to be filled out by him and 
returned. 
“Every child became his own 
fire department inspector of the 
home in w hich he resides. 
The 
Response was wonderful and the 
parents could not help but have 
been awakened to the importance 
of fire protection in the home,” 
continued Mr. Jahn. 
“I found that the teachers have 
done their job well in 
driving 
home safety rules. 
I think that 
Arlington Heights is a safer place 
to live because of the program 
that was carried through 
Fire 
Prevention 
Week,’’ 
were 
the 
oartihg words of Mr. Jahn as he 
fathered up a block of 
those 
Tiome inspection blanks that had 
been so carefully filled out by 
the school pupils of 
Arlington 
schools. 
A demonstration was given at 
an assembly program in the north 
public school October ll when 
Chief Jahn, his son, Capt. Jahn 
of the first aid squad gave talks 
and the inhalator 
was 
demon­ 
strated with fire 
extinguishers 
and gas masks. 


Long-range surveys are under 
way by the Arlington 
Heights 
high school board of education 
to study the cost and feasibility

Because of a ruling of the Il­ 
linois State Athletic Association, 
sports equipment and uniforms 
must be purchased out of athletic 
funds 
only. 
Such 
equipment 
will continue to be lacking lo­ 
cally until larger gate 
receipts 
can be stimulated and funds built 
up for this specific purpose. 
One solution of the problem is 
a new gymnasium, the 
present 
site being inadequate to 
house 
more than the 
student 
body. 
Plans for a new structure have 
already been drawn and are in­ 
cluded in the second phase of a 
long-term program of expansion. 
Being several years off, under 
today’s conditions, however, more 
immediate steps must be taken, 
and 
night 
football, 
baseball, 
track and similar events might 
seem to be the answer. 
It is hoped, also, that by the 
start of the fall 1947 term, ad­ 
ditional bleacher facilities will be 
available. 
Lights and bleachers, 
similar to those already 
owned 
by most of the other surround­ 
ing schools would not only per­ 
mit an expanded program of out­ 
door events, but would also at­ 
tract people otherwise occupied 
during the day.

To meet sharply increased liv­ 
ing costs since the present salary 
schedule was accepted 
by 
the 
teachers last May, the Arlington 
Heights high school board of ed­ 
ucation has voted unanimously to 
increase faculty salaries by >300 
per year for the current school 
year. 
Non-teaching school em­ 
ployees were voted a IO per cent 
increase. 
The decision of the board was 
reached after a careful analysis 
of the annual budgeL and the ef­ 
fecting of economies in the edu­ 
cational fund to meet a situa­ 
tion that has become critical, not 
only in Arlington Heights, but 
the country over. 
This special increment will be 
handled as a cost-of-living bonus, 
and will be disbursed monthly, 
in addition to each teacher’s con­ 
tract salary.

last few years a neighboring hos­ 
pital in the center of an area

Heights, was continually in the 
red; also during the depression 
years many hospitals went bank­ 
rupt. 
The council members seemed to 
favor a hospital but feared that 
such a memorial would be too 
heavy a community burden. 
Ask for lights 
at Recreation Park 
Representatives of the Ameri­ 
can Legion, speaking for the GIs 
asked that a memorial shaft be 
erected at Memorial Park 
and 
that lights be installed at the rec­ 
reation park athletic field.

The opposite is the case. W hen­ 
ever any tax bill in Cook county 
is sent out it is accompanied with 
a rate sheet showing the tax rate 
of every taxing body benefitting 
from Abe collection of that tax. 
School rate, city or village rate, 
town rate, county rate, forest pre­ 
serve 
district 
rate, 
road 
and 
bridge rate, park district (if any) 
rate are all listed on the sheet. 
Property ow ner w ith his bill 
before him showing his valuation 
can tell in just a few moments 
just how much of his tax bill 
goes for each taxing body. 
There is no m ystery as to the 
tax rate of any com m unity rn the 
county. 
Local new spapers 
also 
publish the tax rates, making it 
easy for anyone who can read to 
discover just w hat the rates are. 
Further, we believe it is an in­ 
justice to local officials to 
say 
that people are not welcome at 
their board meetings. 
We have had occasion to ap­ 
pear at countless board meetings 
for one reason or another, and 
while our opinion and the opin­ 
ion of the board have 
not 
al­ 
ways been in agreem ent, we have 
been cordially received and giv­ 
en every consideration. 
And 
this 
applies to village 
boards, school boards, 
township 
boards and all governing agen­ 
cies. 
We were never given any 
“brush off ”. 
And as far as any board “cook­ 
ing up” something — it is pure 
nonsense. 
Only “cooking” we 
have noticed has been the board 
t r y in g to cook up ideas of w here 
they were going to get the rev­ 
enue to carry on the many ser­ 
vices dem anded of them by the 
public. 
A fter all, the officials are rep­ 
resentatives of the public, 
and 
are working to the best of their 


at Palatine crossings, and which 
is going to lead to further fatal 
accidents if something isn’t done 
soon. 
Railroad officials on one

JOHN HERSEY 


O EFFECT the widest possible distribution of “Hiroshima,** 
John Hersey** report of what happened to a city and its people whenj 
the Erst atom bomb was dropped on Japan, the Book-of-tbc-Month 
Club will give it as an ’’extra” book to 
members in November. 
“We have decided to give ‘Hiroshima* to 
our members, instead of selling it,” states 
Harry Scherman, president of the Club, “be­ 
cause we know we can distribute many more 
copies that way, and we want to do our part 
in giving this book the widest possible dis­ 
semination. We End it hard to conceive of 
anything being written that could be of 
more importance at this moment to the 
human race.” 
The Book-of-the-Month Club’s decision to 
give “ Hiroshima” to its members is the 
latest development in the unprecedented public response to John 
Hersey’* report. First the New Yorker magazine devoted its entire 
issue of August 31 to it. The magazine was 
sold out a few hours after it hit the news­ 
stands. Since then “Hiroshima** has been 
syndicated in many newspapers and it has 
been read in entirety in a series of evening 
broadcasts over one of the major networks. 
It is estimated that between 500,000 and 
750,000 copies of the book will be given 
to Rook-of-the-Mon th Club subscribers. 
The authors royalties resulting from the Club’s distribution will be 
contributed by him to the American Red Cross. 


In “Man, an Autobiography,” George R.) 
Stewart objects to the conventional histo­ 
ries. “I, Man,” he says, "am thoroughly 
tired of the various so-called histories of 
me.

Would you like to make more 
moqgy from vour poultry? Well, 
berths how: W. N. Bruce, of the 
University of Illinois College of 
Agriculture and the State* Nat­ 
ural History Survey, says that 
farmers get a return of 136 dol­ 
lars for every IOO dollars invest­ 
ed in controlling chicken mites. 
It s easy, too. All you do is 
to get rid of ail those unneces­ 
sary boxes, e!d rousts and boards 
by burning them. 
Then give that poultry house 
a good cleaning; and, last, apply 
a good miticide. Bruce recom­ 
mends the anthracene oil known 
as carboline urn. He says it has 
a high killing power which will 
last for several months. Be sure 
to spray it into all the visible 
cracks in the ceiling, walls, roosts 
and laying boxes. In most casts 
all you will need is one applica­ 
tion. However, a second 
treat­ 
ment may he necessary a month 
later if the mites are numerous.

supply, such as a clear cistern. 
4. Inspect fire extinguishers to 


be sure they are ready in case 
of need.

Extra cost involved 
in feeding Hogs 
to heavy weights 


W ith an apparent shortage in 
num bers of fall pigs and a bum p­ 
er com crop, many farm ers are 
now- interested in feeding hogs 
to heavier weights. Experim ents 
carried out at Ohio State U ni­ 
versity give data useful in de­ 
term ining w hether this practice 
is profitable. 
In these experim ents pigs from 
birth to IOO pounds in weight 
consumed 304 pounds of feed for 
each IOO pounds of gain, includ­ 
ing feed for the sows to w ean­ 
ing time. In gaining the next 
IOO pounds, 359 pounds of feed 
were required. 
From the tim e the hogs weigh­ 
ed 200 pounds until they reached 
300 pounds. 415 pounds of feed 
were required per IOO pounds of 
gain. The next IOO pounds re­ 
quired 470 pounds and the next 
(up to 300 pounds) 510 pounds 
of feed. 
These experim ents w ere made 
with well-balanced 
rations fed 
in drylot. All figures for feed 
requirem ents include grain and 
supplem ent.

ture in which artists showed sky­ 
scraper 
cities 
with everything 
streamlined, 
superhighways, 
ramps running across from build­ 
ing to building and all sorts of 
elevated structures to facilitate 
airports and landings, Loury ex­ 
plained. 
“Modem architecture is putting 
everything on tne grouno, lie 
said. “The tendency now is to 
.scatter rather than condense, with 
more and mort* people moving to 
the suburbs. And 
if the atomic 
bomb scare gets too great there 
are likely to be many structures 
under ground.” 
“Streamlining will be out, ex­ 
cept for fast moving objects such 
its airplanes 
and automobiles. 
When such 
things as vacuum 
cleaners, dishes and furniture are 
streamlined, it’s simply an affec­ 
tation—a fad which is not apt to 
last more than a few years, ’ he 
said. 
Lowry pointed out that pro­ 
ducts will be simpler in design in 
order to turn out more products 
faster and at a 
cheaper price. 
“Prefabrication of housers, pails of 
houses and boats which speeded 
up production during the war, 
started a trend which will be con­ 
tinued in the future,” he believes.

A m erica’s soaring economy may 
forget the days of bank failures, 
but Judge John Prystalski of the 
Circuit court was rem inded last 
week w hen he entered an order 
discharging the receiver of tho 
defunct A rlington Heights State 
Bank — and dissolved the corpo­ 
ration. 
The bank was 
closed August 
15, 1931, by order of the Hlinois 
A uditor of Public Accounts. 
John W. F. Sm ith was the final 
receiver of the bank, as books of 
account, ledgers, and records of 
the bank were turned over re­ 
cently to the state under the law. 
The Circuit court, on July 15, 
1943, directed that a public auc­ 
tion sale be held to dispose of 
die rem aining assets of the bank. 
The sale w as held Septem ber 9, 
1943, Judge Prystalski’s order re­ 
vealed. 
In discharging Sm ith of his du­ 
ties as receiver of the bank, the 
court declared that he had “re­ 
duced to cash or made other pro­ 
per disposition of all assets of the 
bank with the approval of A rthur 
C. Lueder, A uditor of Public Ac­ 
counts. ’ LucyW had 
“accepted, 
ratified, and confirm ed” S m iths 
final account 
Ju ig e Prystalski said that the 
court takes judicial cognizance of 
the discharge of Sm ith as receiver 
and decreed th at the bank’s re­ 
ceivership was 
wound 
up and 
completed. 
Then Judge Prystalski decreed 
the corporate entity of the A rl­ 
ington Heights 
Bank “dissolved 
and null and void.”

High Power Virus 
In tests, department of agricul­ 
ture experimenters found that one 
one-millionth of a cubic centimeter 
of blood drawn from a hog infect­ 
ed with cholera was very frequent­ 
ly sufficient to infect another hog 
with cholera—and one 2H-millionth 
of a cubic centimeter occasionally 
produced cholera.

The cheapest source of nitrogen 
is from a legume crop which not 
only contributes directly to the 
available nitrogen supply of the soil 
but also provides an excellent pro­ 
tein feed crop needed by the live­ 
stock. A relatively large proportion 
of the nitrogen In the legume hay 
will be made available to the soil 
In the form of barnyard manure.
